Valois, widow of Henry IV. The marriage of 
Morfudd, the daughter of the eldest son, to 
Gwilym ap Gruffudd about 1380 marked the 
eclipse of the Tudors and the advent of the 
Gruffudds of Penrhyn. Being closely related 
to Owen Glendower the family took part in 
the greatest and last Welsh revolt in the 
early years of the 15th century. As a result, 
most of their possession cheated to 
the Crown

revolt. Although supporting it in its early 
days, he changed sides when it passed its 


peak and thus incurred the wrath of his Tudor 
kinsmen, since in so doing he acquired most 
of their possessions. His popularity was not 
enhanced by his second marriage—to Jonet 
(Joan), daughter of Sir William Stanley and 
widow of a royal official. As late as 1438 Joan 
and her third husband were granted a licence 
to build a crenellated tower. It seems un 
likely that this tower was built, as 
Samuel Wyatt on his site plan shows nothing 
as substantial as the pseudo-peel tower at 
Gwydir I8th- and 19th-century 
travellers were led to believe that the existing 
tone newel stair turret (Figs. 2, 5 and 6) 
was this crenellated tower. 
Gwilym ap Gruffudd was the real founder 
of the modern Penrhyn estate, and his son 
and grandson adopted the surname Gruffudd 
The family prospered greatly and reached its 
zenith in the 16th century, when Sir William 
Gruffudd (died 1531) and his son Sir Rhy 
died 1580) are recorded as having restored 
or extended the house. But his grandson, the 
picturesque Pirs Gruffudd the privateer, dis 
ipated in a few years the estate which his 
ancestors had built up so effectively over the 
centuri He 1 reputed to have sailed his 
hip to fight the Armada, and in 1600 
a Spanish prize into the Cegin 
creek below Penrhyn Sut in the end, to get 
out of his difficulties, he was forced to sell 
the estate, which, after passing through 
several hands, was acquired by his kinsman 
John Williams, Lord Keeper of the Great 
later Archbishop of York.
